The-General wil] visit’ Shiu- 
hing, Takhing, Chungshan and 
Samshu! whore there werd heavy 
cnaualtios. The service of hundreda 
of Inbourera has been enliated at 
Samahul for the reconstruction of 
the dams which were . destroyed 
lust week. The train service 
linking Canton with Fatshan and 
Samshul has been suspended. 
Certdin sections of the Canton- 
Samshui Railway track are floog- 
ed to a depth of four feet of 
water. Yesterday morning the 
management of the railway 
managed to start one express to 
Fatshan but the service Was dis- 
continued in the afternoon owing 
to a further rise in the water. 

So far the Canton-Kowloon 
Railway has been fortunate 
enough to be unnffected by the 
inundation. Thia ja due to the 
fact that the flood on the Kast 
River has not been so serious. 


Government's Help. 


The Commissioner of Civil 
Affairs, Mr. Lum Yick-chung, will

Fears that. President Hoovers 
moratorium proposala mixht prove 
an empty gesture because of 
French unwillingness to co-roperate 
have happily been . dissipated. 
Thanks to a new formula sub- 
mitted by the United States, Wash- 
ington haa been able to announce 
that all the ereditor nations have 
aceepted the proposals in princi- 
ple. Certain technical points are 
to be referred to.experts, but there 
now seems no likelihood of any 
further hitch. The agreement 
reached will cause a sigh of relief, 
not only in Europe but throughout 
the world, for, in the breathing- 


space provided by the moratorium, | 


‘there will be great opportunities 
opened up in the way of a much- 
needed economic revival. Germany, 
of course, will find the greatest 
relief of all, for, without the 
slightest doubt, this moratorium 
Plan has matured just at a moment 
when, without it, grave develop- 
ments would have occurred in that 
country, with possibly disastrous 
repercussions in Europe and 
throughout the world gencrally. 
When, some weeks ago, German 
statesmen visited England, it was 
pertinently remarked ' by one of 
the British polltical reviews ‘that 
they did not make the trip in the 
hope of persunding Britain to tosa 
them half-crowns in the shape of 
unilateral concessions in, the mat- 
ter of reparation payments.

Neither did ho cherish’ iil or 
revengeful feelings for injury or 
misrepresentation.. Mr. Chau Sul- 
KS was ever mindful of the under- 
dog and of those leas fortunate than 
himself, and espectally mindful of 
any doing their best for him. As 
previously stated, tho word of Mr. 
Chan Sul-ki was his bond, and of 
all these qualities I could give many 
examples. 


When successful Mr. Chap Sui- 
ki spent, I think, little on himself, 
but gave what he could for educa- 
tion and for that of hin sons, and [ 
well remember how his eyes lighten- 
ed up when telling of his sons’ 
progress at Oxford.

THE TERMS OF THE 
MORATORIUM. 


FRENCH RESERVATIONS TO 
' ‘THE AGREEMENT, 


London, July 7. 
An agreement wns reached late 
last night between the United 
States and France regarding Pre- 


sident Hoover's proposal for sua- | 


ponaion for ona year of war debts 
and reparation paymenta. 

A communique issued later stated 
that President Hoover had. declared 
that the ngreement .renched had, 
in spirit, mot the United States 
proposal, and that he was prepar- 
od to accept It subject to the ap- 
proval of’ the other interested 
powers. Tho agreement {8 ox- 
preased in the following terms: | 

Firstly, that payment of all war 
debts and, reparations shall bo 
suspended for one year, 

Secondly, that the German Gav- 
ernment shall continue the pay- 
ment of unconditional annuities 
during this period, but the French 
Government agrees, in no far as it 
is concerned, that the payments 
thug made by Germany s)iall be in- 
vested by the Bank for Interna- 
tional Settlements in guaranteed 
bonds of the German railways. © 

Thirdly, that suspended pay- 
ments shall Dear interest in accer- 
dance with the conditions suggest- 
ed by the United States Govern- 
ment, and shall be' repayable in 
ten annuithea as from July 1, 1933. 

Fourthly, that the same condi- 
tions shall apply to the bonda is- 
sued by the German railways. 

On three points not directly con- 
verning the American Government 
observations are. made by the 
French Government. They de- 
clare that, firstly, common action 
shall be tnken by the principal 
Central Banks through the Bank 
for International Settlementa for 
those European countries which 
are ptirticularly affected by the 
proposed suspension of payments. 

Secondly, there shal! be a pre- 
vious agreement between France 
and the Bank for International 
Settlements to. the effect that 
Franco shall not be called upon 
to complete the . guarantee . fund 
required by the Young Plan except 
by equal monthly payments, sit the 
demand of the Bank for Inter- 
national Settlements, and follow- 
ing an’ effective transfer of 
‘the payments made by Germany. 

Thirdly, so far as concerns de- 
Iverics in kind, and other techni- 
eal adjustments necessitnted by 
the application ‘of the American 
proposal and the French — agree: 
ment, ‘a committee of exports shall 
be appointed by the interested 
Powers to reconcile the actual 
needs with the spirit of President 
Hoover's proposal, 

France reserves the right to call; 
upon the Reich for trustworthy | 
fruarantees that, Che savings thus 
effected in the Garman Budget will 
he devoted to purely economic 
needs,
